itary 
white traveler 
who 
wanders 


through their country without a single 
wife in his train as a'snspicious charac- 
ter. 
They are quite sure ho needs close 


watching to prevent hU running oQ 
with some of tlio females of the tribe. 
Ur. Barth, the explorer, said, after liv- 
ing for 
five years io. Africa, that it 


would be better for a traveler in those 
regions to take his wifo with him, il 
possible, lie said the natives would ro- 
.spect him more and ho would get along 
better. "They hail nothing to object to 
me," ho wrote, "except my being a 
bachelor." 


It the traveler has no wil'o tho native 


chiefs, as a rule, are not backward 
about ottering to supply the deficiency. 
Nearly all tho explorers have had some 
annoying experiences with Kings who 
wore anxious to have them .settle down, 
marry into tho royal family and grow 
up with the country. 
Some travelers 


have Mt compelled to le.ive very ab- 
ruptly in order to escape the attentions 
of women who were determined to 
claim them as their husbands.

Lor brings to mind .Sergeant I.ce's at- 
tempt to blow up Lord Howe's flag- 
ship, the Karrle, in tlio same waters in 
1770. 
lie Used alorpedo-boit invented 


by David IJiishncIl, afterward a Captain 
in the patriotic army. Il had been 
tried with success experimentally, and 
gave promise oj^ieing useful m serious 
warfare. The nBll opportunity for such 
use occurred whim the liritish fleet look 
possession of Mew York harbor. 
Tho 


linshncH boat was more like a barrel 
than a boat. 
It w:u of oak, iron band- 


ed, and only largo enough for one per- 
son. 
When lloating upright, the navi- 


gator's head was a litlle above the level 
ot ihe water. 
Uy means of two force 


pumps, worked by lliu occupant's fee I, 
tho vessel could l'i: made to sink or 
rise in the water by forcing water out 
or in, and .-o changing its specific grav- 
ity. 
Its progress hori/ontaliy was gov- 


erned by two 
rovoiving paddles 
iu 


Iror.t, turned by a crank in«ide. 
Tho 


torpedo was fastened l.olhe back of the 
boat by a screw, the release of which 
set in motion a cloek connected with 
a gun-lock and f l i n i . 
After tho prede- 


termined interval of time had elapsed, 
the clock would strike and ignite the 
powder. 


Tho torpedo carried by Leo against 


the Kagle was charged with one hun- 
dred and f i f t y pound;-of powder (some 
say ono hundred and thirty pounds), 
and the clock was set to explode the 
charge in thirty minutes after the tor- 
pedo was placed, 
l.ce was towed to 


the neighborhood of the fleet by a party 
in whale boats, anil then proceeded to 
attack the Heft alone. 
He succeeded 


in reaching the Kaglc, a sixty-four gun 
ship, undetected, and spent a long timo 
in a vain atiempt to fasten the torpedo 
to her bottom with hooks aud screws, a 
band of iron at tho edge of tho copper 
sheathing proving au especially serious 
obstacle. 
As dnylight approached he 


was compelled to leave the fleet and re- 
t u i n to the city.

he w.-ts inlcrct'pted by a British barge, 
wh"ti. I" avoid capture, he exploded Tiis 
t o i ; i ' i l . , <j.-eaping from his pursuers 
during the panic which tho explosion 
excited.

vided with a strong magnet, tho strip 
of iron which thwarted him would have 
insured the success of his undertaking, 
and 
tho use of torpedoes in naval 


warfare might have been hastened hall 
n century.

as President by a master stroke of

In 1862 the people of New 


York City were apprehensive of a 
bombardment by some of the Con- 
federate cruisers; public meetings 
were held to express the gravity of 
the situation, and to induce the gov- 
ernment to do something in the way 
of permanently protecting the city. 
In consummation of that purpose a 
delegation of lifty gentlemen repre- 
senting in their own right f 100,000,- 
000 was selected to visit Washing- 
ton and have an interview with the 
President, atd indnce him to detail 
a gunboat to protect the city. The 
committee requested a gentleman 
then staying at Washington to ar- 
range with the President a time 
when he could see them. 
Mr. Lin- 


coln seemed to be much puzzled 
whol to say or do, and remarked to 
the gentleman who was arranging 
as to the interview: "I have no gnu- 
boats or ships of war that can be 
spared from active service; but in- 
asmuch as they have come to see 
me, I shall have to Bee them and get 
along as best I can." 
The commit- 


tee called at the appointed time, and 
were introduced as gentlemen "rep- 
resenting $100,000,000 in their own 
right." The chairman of the dele- 
gation made a very earnest appeal 
to the President for protection, and 
remarked that they represented the 
wealth of the city, "One hundred 
millions in their own right." 
Mr. 


Lincoln heard them attentively, evi- 
dently impressed with the "hundred 
millions," and replied as follows: 
"Gentlemen, I am by the constitu- 
tion commaiider-in-chief of the army 
and navy of the United States, and 
as a matter of law J can order any- 
thing done that is practicable to be 
done; but as a matter of fact I am 
not in command of the gunboats or 
ships of war; as a matter of fact I 
do not know exactly where they aro, 
but presume they are actively en- 
gaged. 
It is impossible for mo in 


the condition of things to furniHli 
you a gunboat. 
The credit of the 


government is at a very low ebb; 
greenbacks aro not worth more than 
•10 or 50 cents on the dollar, and in 
this condition of things if I was 
worth half as much as yon gentle 
men are represented to be and 
IIH 


badly frightened as you soem to be, 
1 would build a gunboat aud give it 
to the Government." The gentle- 
man who accompanied tho delega- 
tion says he never saw one hundred 
millions sink to such insignificant 
proportions as the committee ro- 
crossed the threshold of the White 
House, sadder but wiser men. They 
had learned that money as well as 
muscle was a factor of war."
